Those arguments are storming 
around the office of Price Admin­

Look at some dates and fig­ 
ures, all leading up to the pres­ 
ent dispute: 
1. 
Living costs in this country 
—since war started in Europe in 
the summer of 19 39 —have climb­ 
ed about 
26 per 
cent, a figure 
given by the Bureau of Labor sta­ 
tistics. 
2. 
In the* spring 
of 19 42 the 
OPA sought 
to throttle living 
costs by 
issuing general maxi­ 
mum price regulations on most of 
the things Americans eat, 
buy , 
wear. 
Not all foods were includ­ 
ed. 
Many were added later. 
The regulations 
decreed 
that 
henceforth prices charged for the 
items listed could be no higher 
than the highest 
prices charged 
for them in March, 19 42. 
Prices Continue Upward 
But food prices continued up­ 
ward for various reasons: Chisel­ 
ing, greed, scarcity , 
increasing 
production costs, certain 
permis­ 
sions by the OPA itsef to adjust 
inequalities, and 
because 
some 
items weren’t controlled at all. 
3. 
Alarmed 
by the 
increase, 
President Roosevelt 
in October, 
19 42, ordered living costs stabil­ 
ized at levels of September 15, 
19 42. 
But they still inched up. 
4. 
More alarmed, Roosevelt in 
April of this y ear ordered govern- 
menta agencies to "hold the line’ 
against mounting 
living 
costs. 
Food prices pushed up. 
And now. 
in the nine months 
since that Sept. 15, 19 42 date at 
which the president wished living 


costs held, they have risen 7 per 
cent. 
OPA say s food costs were 
responsible for 80 per cent of that 
rise. 
Now OPA is replacing its gen­ 
eral maximum price 
regulations 
on food with dollar-and-cent ceil­ 
ings at commodity levels, under 
which various OPA regional of­ 
fices Will say how much an item

cost in dollars and cents. 
Regulatory Method 
Through subsidies 
food

The third 
method—plain roll­ 
back s—is being used by the OPA 
to order certain food items reduc­ 
ed without any pay ment. 
OPA 
reasOii**f: The present price on 
such items is too high, can be 
reduced 
without causing 
hard­ 
ship. 
Fresh vegetabdes are first 
on the OPA list of rollback s. 
Now for the arguments: 
Various groups have been crit­ 
ical of the 
OPAl. plans, 
say ing: 
The number of items to be subsi­ 
dized would spread 
far 
bey ond 
meat, butter, coffee, and run ihto 
millions or billions of dollars. 
Other groups contend that any ­ 
one accepting a subsidy from the 
governument is placed under gov­ 
ernment control. 
OPA 
executives, 
defending 
their three-prouged idea for halt­ 
ing living costs, say some of the 
opposition comes from selfish in­ 
terests unconcerned about infla­ 
tion so long as they receive high 
prices for their 
particular items 
and

discredit 
the Roose­

Howev er, in 19 47 th e comp any will lose all 
legal claim up on th e p lants it h as built. 
Th eir su­ 
p er-efficiency can be used eith er under gov ernment 
op eration or under lease to some oth er concern to 
comp ete against th e aluminum comp any . 
Th e same danger of unfair comp etition ex ists 
in all th e oth er fields mentioned if, as soon as th e 
war ends, th e now dormant camp aign against all 
big business sh ould be resumed. 


Dicta to rships Arise fro m Wa nt 
In th e p receding editorial we discussed th e 
dev elop ment of dictatorsh ip s wh ich started as so­ 
cialist democracies. 
From an academic v iewp oint 
th ere is no need of eith er socialism or dictator­ 
sh ip in th e United States and sh ould not be, under 
ordinary circumstances, for generations. 
One of th e first dictatorsh ip s on record was 
set up by Josep h in Egy p t—as result of sev en y ears 
of famine. 
Wh en th e p eop le emerged from th at bit 
of trickery th ey did not owrn ev en th eir sh irts. 
Some time later th e ch ildren of Israel suc­ 
cumbed to anoth er dictatorsh ip . 
In Egy p t th ey h ad 
been op p ressed by Ph aroah , so th ey decided to get 
out. Moses took th em across th e Red sea and into 
th e desert wh ere p ov erty and discontent dev elop ed. 
We'd say th e Moses dictatorsh ip was benev olent 
in intention, but h arsh in ap p lication. 
For forty 
y ears th e Hebrews wandered in an area th at could 
be trav ersed today by motor car in a few h ours. 
Wh ere th ere are h ardsh ip and scarcity , some 
form of absolute rule seems necessary . 
In th e 
United States th ere are merch ants wh o can remem­ 
ber th e time wh en th ey 'd h av e fough t a p rice 
ruling th rough ev ery court in th e land rath er th an 
submit to federal dictation. 
Today , because of 
scarcity , 
h ardsh ip 
and 
emergency , 
th ey subm it 
ch eerfully . 
Th ere are oth er similar ex amp les. 
It wall be worth noting th at all th e adm inistra­ 
tion's trend toward greater p ower h as been fough t, 
step by step , by a m ajority of th e p eop le wh o see 
no need wh atev er of a dictatorsh ip or any th ing 
like it. 
Mr. Roosev elt h as been reelected not be­ 
cause h e took any th ing away from a majority , but 
rath er because h e p romised benefits. 
If a dictatorsh ip is establish ed in th is country 
it will because of th e war emergency , or th rough 
trickery . 
Th e p eop le would not welcome it know­ 
ingly because in normal tim es—and normal times 
will return—th ere is not sufficient h ardsh ip to 
make th e p eop le long for a “man on h orseback." 


Gra nda d's Ammunitio n 
It is th e stories wh ich come back from th e 
battle fronts about th e dep endability of am m uni­ 
tion th at really count, but a record of Army Ord­ 
nance ammunition dep endability h as just come to 
ligh t wh ich discloses th at ammunition made in 
187 4 is still usable. 
Th e discov ery wras made by Francis W. Breuil 
of Rh odesdale, Mary land, wh o wh ile seeking p rac- 
ammunition for training minute men, found a sh op 
wrh ich still carried some old cop p er case .45 cal. 
cartridge made in 18 7 4 at Frankford Arsenal, one 
of th e old-line Arsenals of th e Ordnance D ep art­ 
ment. Army Serv ice Forces. 
According to information receiv ed by Major 
Ch arles C. Tolson, Commanding Officer at Green 
Riv er Ordnance Plant, tests sh ow'ed th at th is 18 7 4 
ammunition h ad a misfire rate of only 5 p er cent 
and a good accuracy up to 3300 y ards, wh ich Army 
Ordnance Ex p erts consider ex traordinary consider­ 
ing th e age of th e cartridge. 
In th e ligh t of th is discov ery , ammunition 
wh ich is now being made and wh ich m igh t not be 
used in th is war, would still be good in th e y ear 
2013. 
Wh en th at 18 7 4 ammunition was made, th e 
great Ch icago fire h ad scarcely cooled off; th ere 
were no electric ligh ts on Broadway (th ere aren’t 
many now' due to th e blackouts) and th e nation 
was ex cited by th e kidnap ing of four-y ear-old Ch ar­ 
ley Ross from Germantown, Pennsy lv ania.

Ga so line Sho rta g e 
Wh en th ere is a p articularly serious sh ortage 
of gasoline on th e Home Front, h ere are some 
th ough ts: 
A h eav y bomber burns 200 gallons of g asoline, 
fly ing 250 miles in an h our. 
A medium tank goes 
only two miles on a gallon, so th at th e tanks in a 
mech anized div ision use more th an 10,000 gallons 
to mov e sligh tly more th an 100 miles. 
Alth ough a 
jeep will go around 16 miles on a gallon, th e av er­ 
age arm y v eh icle—from tank to jeep and including 
ev ery th ing between—requires a gallon for ev ery 
six or sev en miles. 
A destroy er would need 214,000 
gallons of fuel oil for a straigh t line trip from New 
York to Casablanca—only th ey can t go straigh t. 
All th is must be transp orted from wells to th e 
east coast and th en to th e w ar front, using facili­ 
ties w'h ich oth erwise would h andle gasoline for th e 
Sunday driv ers.

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Denv er.—Th e AFL and 
CIO 
h av e attacked th e new Colorado 
labor p eace act on constitutional 
grounds and asked th e state dis­ 
trict court to enjoin th e state in­ 
dustrial commission from enforc­ 
ing its p rov isions. 
Th is is one of 
six new laws adop ted by indiv id­ 
ual states in recent month s, to 
regulate unions. 
William Green, 
p resident of th e AFL, h as direct­ 
ed 
th e state federations in all 
cases to v iolate th ese laws until 
th ey h av e been tested. 
In so do­ 
ing, Green h as followed a course 
for wh ich all th e large unions de­ 
nounced th e Liberty League wh en 
it adv ised 
emp loy ers 
to 
disre­ 
gard th e W agner Act until it h kd 
been p assed on by th e Sup reme 
Court. 
T h at h owev er was mere 
adv ice. 
Green goes furth er. 
He 
giv es orders. 
Th e Colorado law', p assed in ex ­ 
asp eration 
and 
reaction, 
goes 
furth er th an most attem p ts to 
regulate th e conduct of unions. 
It is th e more sh ocking to th e 
unioneers of th e mov ement be­ 
cause Colorado's labor relations 
h av e been com p arativ ely p eaceful 
and th e most flagrant p racticed 
on th e workers w’as th at fam iliar 
p olitical subsidy wh ich th e new 
deal p arty h anded to th e racket­ 
eers wh o bestrode th e roads and 
sh ooed down tem p orary workers 
in th e construction of w ar p lanes, 
a p assing p h ase of th e w ar p ro­ 
gram .

Its 
sp onsors 
p rofess to 
h av e 
used th e Wisconsin labor p eace 
law as th eir model, a successful 
act, p ainful only to 
racketeers 
and oth er p rofessionals, but actu­ 
ally th ey h av e gone much fur­ 
th er It contains th e mild reform s 
adop ted at th e same time by Col­ 
orado’s neigh bor, Kansas, requir­ 
ing union bosses to meet certain 
qualifications 
and 
account for 
funds, wh ich , also are being test­ 
ed, bat it also p erm its th e indus­ 
trial commission to p lant a court 
rep orter in meetings to rep ort th e 
p roceedings 
on 
th e 
request 
of 
any ten members. 
Th is th e union 
regards as a serious inv asion of 
th eir p riv acy and th eir righ t to 
conduct th eir own affairs. 
Anoth er p rov ision w'ould p er­ 
m it any member to ap p eal to th e 
courts or th e industrial commis­ 
sion for redress of any com p laint 
against th e union and emp ower 
th e commission to 
rev iew any 
p unish ment of a member by h is 
union. 
In Ch icago, 
th at 
abominable 
slum of th e labor mov ement, all 
of th e p rov isions of th e Colorado 
act, w h eth er constitutional or not, 
would work for th e p resent good 
of 
th e 
m ember v ictims 
wh ose 
case is h op eless under th e con­ 
sp iracy against th e righ ts of th e 
workers by th e local ch ap ter of 
th e new deal p arty and th e crim­ 
inal underworld. 
But conditions 
in Ch icago are not p articularly 
bad and ev en if 
th e 
new law 
sh ould be entirely constitutional 
some of its sections would be ex ­ 
cessiv e nev erth eless. 
It conflicts 
in p ortions with th e W agner Act 
and, in one section, seems to be 
th e means 
of 
reducing 
labor 
unity to microscop ic units in sub­ 
div isions or dep artm ents of p lants, 
forbidden to take joint action for 
m utual p rotection against a bad 
emp loy er.

If th e most v icious tra it of th e 
W agner Act be recognized, th e 
Colorado law, in 
its 
p rincip al 
p oint of conflict may still be re­ 
garded as a desirable reform, for 
it p rov ides th at coercion of in­ 
div idual workers by p ickets or 
oth er terrorists sh all be p enal­ 
ized equally with coercion by em­ 
p loy ers. 
Undoubtedly it will com­ 
p el unions and emp loy ers to v io­ 
late certain oth er p rov isions of 
th e W agner Act in order to com­ 
p ly with 
th e law 
of 
Colorado. 
Th is, 
th e unions h av e 
alleged, 
would v iolate th eir righ t of con­ 
tract, contrary to th e constitu­ 
tion. 
Th ere seems to be a ques­ 
tion of a state’s righ t inv olv ed 
in th is. 
Fortunately , th e new law con­ 
tains a p rov iso th at if any p or­ 
tion is inv alidated by court de­ 
cision, th e rest sh all remain in 
effect, meaning th at a consider­ 
able reform w'ill 
be 
ach iev ed 
nev erth eless, so th e up sh ot may 
be a model law, after all. 
Th e unions, 
as usual, 
attack 
th e entire law in all its p oints. 
Th ey object to comp ulsory incor­ 
p oration, to 
civ il 
liability for 
damage to innocent p ersons, to th e 
“reasonable” lim itations p laced on 
fees and dues, subject 
to 
th e 
commission’s 
ap rov al, 
to 
th e 
strike referendum designed to de­ 
stroy th e racketeering p ower of 
union bosses so flagrantly abused 
elsewh ere ar.d to th e total forbid- 
dance of th e use of funds for any 
p olitical p urp ose.

R ath er quaintly , 
th e 
unions 
now are ex ercised ov er th e righ ts 
ot minorities W’h ich by union p rac­ 
tice h av e been ruth lessly tram ­ 
p led dowm in many sp ectacular 
cases. 
Th ey h old th at th e law 
would op p ress a union embrac­ 
ing a minority of th e workers in 
a p lant to y rev ersing cnly for th a 


m ajority 
th e righ t 
to g o on 
strike. 
Constitutional or not, some of 
th e p rov isions certainly would so 
seriously limit th e p owers of ev en 
th e best unions as to leav e th em 
h elp less in a contest. 
It is not 
necessarily true th at th is would 
be unconstitutional 
but 
surely 
would p lace th e unions at an un­ 
fair disadv antage and it is bare­ 
ly p ossible th at out of th is legal 
test and th ose in oth er states 
th ere will emerge an understand­ 
ing between wise and influential 
uruon leaders and reasonable men 
on th e oth er side by wh ich th e 
emp loy er and th e worker will win 
p rotection 
against 
th e 
reckless j 
and arrogant conduct of th e un- j 
ion mov ement under th e new deal. 1 
Th ese and oth er laws adop ted 
in th e oth er states in recent y ears 
go much furth er th an any of th e 
p rop osals wh ich 
th e 
new 
deal- 
underworld-communist consp iracy 
h as blocked in congress and most 
of th em, including p roh ibition of 
th e sit-down and mob v iolence in 
th e guise of p icketing, h av e been 
up h eld.
